It is significant, how ever, th a t even in 
these cases a charge was m ade for 
tra n sp o rtin g both th e person and the 
evidence and the costs were invari­ 
ably collected,” th e report declares.

air-dried for a considerable time, still 
contain 15 per cent or more moisture, j 
and therefore are susceptible to de- I 
cay, since bacterial growth requires i 
moisture. 
In recent experiments an I 
effort has been made to drive out 
moisture by using the same process 
that nature does, and dissolve, neu­ 
tralize and wash out the sap and oth­ 
er liquids which obstruct and close 
tile pores. 
Warm air saturated with 
moisture is circulated among the ties. 
This opens and cleans the pores of the 
wood Just as a Turkish bath does the 
pores of a man. 
The saps and resins 
filling 
the 
vesicles themselves, 
ex- 
paad with the heat and force their >' 
way out. to be diluted and carried 
away by the warm vapor. 
After some 
flours of this treatment, the amount 
of moisture In the lumber is reduced 
by very slow degrees, until, at the end, 
it Is practically dry, and the wood is 
removed from the kiln with not more 
than 5 per cent of moisture left in it. 
I.umber se treated, engineers assert, 
Is immune to decay as long aa it is 
kept dry. 
So the ties, after their Tur­ 
kish bath. are 
given a waterproof 
coating by dipping into a hot bath of 
heavy asphalt.

Pressure of Steam 
Modem 
steam 
boiler practice is 
catching up with pure science. 
Some 
engineers may have remembered at 
high school or college learning some­ 
thing of what is called the “critical 
tem perature” or "critical pressure” of 
a gas, the former being the temper­ 
ature above which the gas might not 
be condensed at any pressure, and 
the latter being the pressure when 
the critical tem perature was attained. 
All this was considered “pure science" 
or “high-brow stuff” with no applica­ 
tion to practical affairs. But the crit­ 
ical tem perature and critical pressure 
of steam are only 706 degrees Fahren­ 
heit and 3,200 pounds a square Inch, 
and boilers are now being used at pres­ 
sures of more than 1,000 pounds with 
the tendency toward higher and high­ 
er pressures. 
Many interesting things 
happen to both water and steam when 
near the critical point and now prac­ 
tical engineers are beginning to take 
keen Interest In what was formerly 
thought fit only for laboratory dis­ 
cussion.

Earliest Patriotic Song 
The earliest patriotic song in Amer* 
lea which L. C. Bison haa been able 
to unearth Is a “liberty song” adver­ 
tised in the Boston Chronicle of Oc­ 
tober 16, 1763. 
Mrs. Marcy Warren, 
w ife of Gen. James Warren of Ply­ 
mouth, Mass., wrote the words. 
The 
tune was Boyces “Hearts of Oak.” 
Mrs. Warren began the old American 
custom of setting patriotic verses to 
an English melody. 
“Yankee Doodle” 
antedated this song, but, says Mr. 
Bison, not as an American patriotic- 
work, for originally It was a song In 
derision 
of 
the 
Americans. 
Tile 
Americans 
admired 
the 
tune, 
even 
though 
it was 
used against them. 
Barly in our national career Ameri­ 
cans appropriated the tune of “God 
Save the King.” 
As early as 1779 the 
melody was adapted to American use, 
a set of patriotic verses having been 
written to it and published in the 
“Pennsylvania Pack.” 
An “Ode for 
the Fourth of July” was written to 
the same tune, and became very pop­ 
ular. 
During the last quarter of the 
Eighteenth 
century 
“Washington’s 
March” was the leading instrumental 
work of the American repertoire. 


First Europeana in Panama 
The first Europeans to visit the 
Isthmus of Panama were those who, 
under the leadership of Rodrigo de 
Bastides, sailed from Cadis In October, 
1500. 
Vasco Nunez de Balboa was 
among them. 
The records of this ex­ 
pedition are meager, but It Is known 
that they picked up the mainland of 
South 
America 
near 
Trinidad 
and 
coasted westward past the Gulf of Da­ 
rien and along the Isthmus as far as 
Nombre de Dios. 
The letters of “Letters Rarisslma dl 
Crlstoforo Colombo,” an Italian ver­ 
sion of a dispatch from the great dis­ 
coverer to Ferdinand and Isabella con­ 
tains the earliest account of the isth­ 
mus In existence. 
He wrote this let­ 
ter while shipwrecked on the coast of 
Jamaica at the end of his fourth and 
last 
voyage to the 
Indies.—Detroit

Early seeding of oats is the first
